Harvard-developed drug endd- 
statin, which has been shown to 
be remarkably potent against 
cancer but has not been tested 
yet on people.

Court: Indians can harvest from private land 


OLYMPIA, Wash. (AP) — In a 
huge victory for Washington 
tribes, the U.S. Supreme Court on 
Monday affirmed their right to . 
harvest shellfish on private 
beaches. The decision stunned 
private p r ope r ty owners. 

The court rejected without 
comment-an-appeal-ofralowar— 
court ruling chat upheld the 
tribes* shellHsh rights. State offi- 
cials, shellfish growers and pri- 
vate property owners had chal- 
lenged that decision, contending 
the Indians* 19th century treaties 
-give them-no legal claim to shell- 
fish on private property. 

"Once again, the Supreme
